In accordance with the responsibilities of the Secretaries 
of State and Defense as members of the National Security Council, 
both Departments are seeking a more effective method of producing 
national intelligence within the framework of existing law. I am 
sure that both Departments feel strongly that our total government 
intelligence effort must be as strong as possible.
